The next clause, ‘Have Fun With Your Hobby’, was borrowed from a story told by the esteemed and 
energized Dr. Walter A. Ostromecki, Jr., from his youthful days in southern California and how someone always 
closed the local coin club, West Valley (Chatsworth, California) Coin Club, monthly newsletter with ‘remember 
have fun with your hobby’. / Borrowed It.
